CONVENTIONS 

1. Keys which must be pressed simultaneously are enclosed in one pair of brackets. 

Example: 

-«CTRL A^: Hold down the -*CTRL^ key while pressing the A key. 

2. Keys are referred to by the letters printed on the keycap. 

3. Most embedded and command level instructions can be typed in either upper or lower 
case.
